Applicant states that the above stated references do not teach or suggest that a rule decision processing unit is configured to 
execute determination processing for determining whether or not the processing according to the processing request is to be executed 
based on a rule deciding condition descriptor; and the rule deciding condition descriptor is determined based on a probability value. 

In contrary, Miyoshi teaches a judgment unit alone with a switchover unit that switches and transfers data according to his 
invention and reads registered values in counters also carries out control and is operative so that when the detection signal is delivered, it 
carries out control by switching instruction according to the request initially made. A rule deciding condition is a judgment unit and is the 
same as switching over unit that each plays a role according to its invention. Jeyachandran further teaches an information processing that 
process a request to a plurality of nodes connected to a network whereas the node "a rule deciding condition" receives the request and 
determines if it should process it, also, the setting unit sets information to allow a determination to execute the request accordingly in any 
of the plurality of nodes connected to the network and further teaches a response unit that plays a role deciding condition operation where 
it determines whether a response should be made. 
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
